ANNUAL  HEALTH  REPORT 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
DRONFIELD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  laying  before  you  my  Thirteenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Health  of  the  Dronfield  Urban  District. 

Natural  and  Social ConditionsoftheDistrict. 

— The  district  lies  to  the  South  of  Sheffield  and  is  wholly  surrounded 
by  the  Chesterfield  Rural  Sanitary  District.  It  has  an  area  of 
1,046  acres,  none  of  which  is  covered  by  water.  It  is  hilly  in 
character,  the  soil  is  carboniferous,  and  the  chief  industries  are 
coal  mining,  iron  founding,  and  edge-tool  making. 

The  Population  of  the  district  at  the  census  of  1911  was 
3,943,  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  944.  The  estimated 
population  to  the  middle  of  1913  is  4,000,  and  the  number 
of  inhabited  houses  977.  The  Rateable  Value  of  the  district 
is  £12,700,  and  the  Assessable  Value  is  £10,505.  The  General 
District  Rate  was  3s.  8d.,  and  the  amount  of  Poor-law  Relief 
during  the  year  was  £466  8s.  8d. 

The  Births  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year  were 
119  viz. , 54  males  and  59  females.  Four  males  and  two  females  were 
illegitimate.  There  was  also  one  transferable  birth  belonging  to 
the  district  which  makes  the  nett  births  120,  and  which  is  equal 
to  an  annual  rate  of  30  per  1,000. 

The  Dea.thS  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year  were 
48,  giving  a crude  death  rate  of  12  per  1,000.  One  of  these  deaths 
was  a non-resident,  and  there  were  also  eight  deaths  of  Dronfield 
residents  outside  the  district  which  gives  the  nett  deaths  belonging 
to  the  district  55,  and  which  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  rate  of 
13  7 per  1,000. 
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In'fa.iritile  Dea.ths  (Deaths  under  one  year). — There  were 
12  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  which  is  equal  to  an  annual 
rate  of  lOO'S  per  1,000  births  registered.  The  causes  of  death  were 
as  follows  : Premature  Birth,  3 ; Injury  at  Birth,  1 ; Enteritis,  1 ; 
Bronchitis,  2;  Convulsions,  2 ; Scarlet  Fever,  1 ; Measles,  1 ; Other 
Causes,  1. 

The  number  of  deaths  above  10  years  of  age  occurring  in  the 
following  occupations  are  as  follows  : — Workers  in  metal,  8 ; 
conveyance  of  men,  goods,  and  messages,  1 ; agriculture,  0 ; in  and 
about  mines,  3 ; all  others,  8. 

Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District. — The  water 
supply  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  Chesterfield  Eural  Sanitary 
Authority’s  mains,  except  one  house,  which  is  supplied  by  a surface 
well.  The  water,  which  is  moorland  water,  is  plumbo-solvent  in 
character,  and  in  the  past  has  been  the  source  of  lead  poisoning, 
but  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Northern  Water  Board  having  put 
down  percolating  filters  to  remove  all  peaty  matters,  there  have  been 
no  cases  reported  for  some  time. 

Drainagfe  and  Seweragfe.— The  outfall  works  are 
maintained  in  an  efficient  manner.  The  methods  of  disposal  are 
by  precipitation  and  percolating  filters.  During  the  present  year  a 
new  humus  tank  has  been  built,  and  a rough  stone  filter  is  now  in 
course  of  erection. 

Excrement  Disposal. — There  are  977  occupied  houses 
served  with  the  following  conveniences  viz.,  643  privy  middens? 
320  water  closets,  and  14  slop  closets.  During  the  year  four  new 
houses  have  been  built  and  supplied  with  water  closets,  and  eighty- 
two  privies  and  two  slop  closets  have  been  converted  into  water 
closets.  The  rate  of  conversion  has  been  somewhat  accelerated 
this  year,  but  still  a great  number  remain  to  be  done,  and  a greater 
number  should  be  converted  during  the  present  year.  The  number 
of  defective  privies  which  have  been  improved  is  14,  and  8 
insufficient  closet  accommodation  have  been  remedied. 

Sca.veng’ing'. — The  population  for  which  there  is  public 
scavenging  is  4,000.  The  whole  work  is  done  by  the  servants  of  the 
Council  at  an  estimated  cost  of  3s.  per  house,  inclusive  of  adminis- 
trative charges.  There  are  no  details  as  to  the  different  charges 
between  water  closets  and  privies.  The  middens  are  emptied 
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regularly,  in  some  cases  every  week,  and  in  others  at  longer 
intervals,  according  to  the  circumstances.  The  work  is  done  in  the 
early  morning,  especially  on  the  main  thoroughfares. 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  the  District.— The 

number  of  visits  made  to  premises  were  950.  The  defects  and 
nuisances  discovered  were  165,  for  which  165  informal  notices,  and 
18  statutory  notices  were  served ; these  include  88  notices  for 
conversion  of  privies,  of  which  84  have  been  carried  out. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  are  controlled  by  Bye-laws  in 
force  in  the  district,  which  were  passed  in  August,  1907,  are  7 
Slaughter  Houses. — Number  of  Occupations,  one,  viz..  Butcher. 
There  is  only  one  Lodging  House  on  the  register  in  the  district 
under  the  Bye-laws  passed  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
May,  1893.  This  house  has  been  inspected  five  times.  After 
Dr.  Barwise’s  report  on  the  Urban  District,  your  Inspector  and  I 
visited  the  house,  and  reported  as  follows  : — 

“We  made  a thorough  inspection  of  the  whole  of  the  rooms, 
yard,  and  out-offices.  We  examined  the  bedding  on  each  of  the 
beds  and  found  it  clean  and  in  good  condition.  The  walls  and  floors 
were  also  very  clean.  The  doors,  casings,  etc.,  require  painting; 
they  do  not  appear  to  have  been  painted  for  some  considerable 
time.  The  floor  to  one  of  the  bedrooms  has  one  of  the  floorboards 
broken  and  requires  repairing.  The  skylights  in  the  roof  also 
requires  repairing  and  painting  ; they  are  not  watertight,  and  in 
case  of  storms,  water  makes  its  way  through,  and  runs  down  the 
walls  to  the  ceiling  of  the  bedroom  on  the  first  floor. 

At  the  time  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  report  was 
written,  Mrs.  Howarth,  the  tenant,  was  living  in  the  registered 
house,  but  has  since  removed  into  No.  9,  which  is  not  registered. 
This  removes  the  question  of  overcrowding.  Since  Mrs.  Howarth 
has  been  the  tenant,  the  greatest  number  of  lodgers  that  have  been 
in  the  house  at  one  time  is  28  ; this  with  her  own  family,  when 
all  at  home,  only  makes  37,  and  the  house  is  registered  for  43 
lodgers.  The  average  number  of  lodgers  she  has  had  during  the 
past  six  months  is  12  per  night. 

The  beds  for  married  couples  are  screened  off  by  curtains 
stretched  across  the  room,  and  hangs  down  to  the  floor  (these  have 
been  provided  since  the  house  was  visited  by  Dr.  Barwise).  The 
closets  and  ashpit  are  in  a good  state  of  repair,  but  should  be 
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converted  into  water  closts,  and  an  additional  one  erected,  making 
one  for  the  males,  one  for  the  females,  and  one  for  the  private 
house.  New  drains  are  required,  which  will  have  to  be  carried 
under  the  river  into  Mill  Lane,  as  the  sewer  that  runs  down  by  the 
house  is  not  of  sufficient  depth  to  take  the  outfall  from  the  houses. 
If  this  had  been  the  case  the  houses  would  have  been  drained  when 
the  other  houses  were  belonging  to  the  same  owner  some  few  years 
ago.  The  back  yard  which  slopes  to  the  river  was  in  a clean  state, 
but  is  not  paved,  only  a causeway  that  runs  at  the  back  of  the 
houses.  There  is  a stable  and  fowl  pen  on  the  lower  side  of  the 
yard. 

I recommend  that  notice  be  served  on  the  owner  to 

1 —  Kepair  roof  and  skylight. 

2 —  Paint  and  repair  the  woodwork. 

3 —  Put  in  new  drains  with  all  necessary  connections. 

4 —  Erect  new,  arid  convert  into  three,  water  closets  and 

ashpits  the  existing  privies  and  ashpit. 

5 —  Pave  the  back  yard.” 

Numbers  1 and  2 have  been  carried  out. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  and 
School  Building's. — The  school  and  conveniences  have  been 
systematically  visited  during  the  year,  and  have  always  been  found 
in  a satisfactory  condition.  In  all  cases  of  notifiable  disease, where 
the  children  are  attending  school,  the  head  teachers  are  notified, 
and  children  from  infected  houses  are  excluded  until  the  house  and 
clothing  have  been  finally  disinfected  by  your  Inspector,  and  all 
danger  of  further  infection  reduced  to  a minimum. 

The  medical  inspection  of  school  children  is  carried  out  by  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  under  the  control  and  supervision  of 
Dr.  Barwise,  the  Chief  Medical  Inspector  of  the  County  Education 
Committee.  Only  the  entrants  and  those  attaining  the  age  of  13 
have  been  inspected,  except  cases  which  are  specially  brought  to  our 
notice  by  the  head  teachers.  During  the  year  140  children  have 
been  examined  and  11  special  cases.  The  School  Nurse  has  made 
periodic  inspections  for  verminous  conditions. 

Milk  Supply. — There  are  nine  cowkeepers  on  the  register, 
owning  approximately  50  cows.  There  are  ten  cowhouses  on  the 
register,  which  have  been  inspected  18  times.  Two  notices  were 
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served  for  nuisances,  and  both  have  been  abated.  The  cubic  air 
space  per  cov7  in  the  cowhouses  is  from  500  to  800  cubic  feet. 

The  number  of  inspections  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared, 
stored,  and  exposed  for  sale,  is  29.  Two  notices  were  served  for 
nuisances  in  slaughter-houses,  and  both  have  been  remedied.  One 
box  of  fish  was  seized,  condemned,  and  destroyed  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption. 

There  are  no  special  arrangements  made  for  meat  inspection, 
but  the  slaughter-houses  are  inspected  systematically,  and  have 
always  been  found  in  a sanitary  condition. 

House  & Town  Planning*  Act. — Under  this  Act  123 
houses  have  been  inspected  during  the  year.  The  following  defects 
were  found  : — Paving  in  courtyards,  5 ; defective  spouts,  4 ; defec- 
tive woodwork,  doors,  windows,  and  floors,  25  ; defective  drains,  6 ; 
damp  houses,  2.  Thirty-four  have  been  remedied  upon  formal 
notice  being  sent,  and  four  repaired  voluntarily. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — One  hundred  and  six  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year,  viz.  : — Scarlet 
fever,  70;  diphtheria,  11  : erysipelas,  1;  phthisis,  19;  other  tuber- 
cular diseases,  5. 

After  receiving  the  notification  of  any  infectious  disease,  the 
house  is  at  once  visited  by  your  inspector,  and  enquiries  made,  and 
disinfectants  supplied  free  of  cost ; and  after  receiving  notice  from 
the  Medical  Attendant  that  the  case  has  recovered  and  is  free  from 
further  infection,  the  room,  bedding,  clothing,  and  all  utensils  are 
thoroughly  stoved  with  Formalin  vapour,  and  full  instructions  given 
to  the  householder  to  prevent  any  further  infection. 

Sca.rlet  Fever. — Seventy  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified  during  the  year.  Fifty-two  houses  were  infected.  The 
disease  was  prevalent  during  the  whole  year,  but  assumed  epidemic 
proportions  in  October  and  November,  the  number  of  cases  notified 
declining  in  December.  Forty-three  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  the  remainder  being  treated  at  home.  There 
were  three  deaths,  two  being  in  children  under  school  age. 

Diphtheria.. — Eleven  cases  were  notified  seven  of  these 
occurring  in  one  house,  three  from  separate  houses,  and  one  occur-

ring  in  an  infected  house  notified  as  scarlet  fever.  Tn  all  cases  of 
diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  on  application  of  the  Medical 
Attendant. 

IVIea.SlCS. — This  disease,  which  is  not  notifiable,  occurred  in 
epidemic  form  in  the  early  months  of  the  year,  and  was  responsible 
for  three  deaths,  which  is  equal  to  an  annual  rate  of  -75  per  1000. 

Chicken  Pox. — This  disease  is  also  non-notifiable.  During 
May  an  outbreak  occurred  among  the  children  attending  the  Infant 
Department  of  the  Council  School,  some  40  children  being  affected. 

Phth  isis. — Nineteen  cases  of  phthisis  were  notified  during 
the  year.  On  receiving  a notification  from  the  Medical  Attendant, 
a copy  is  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  who  instructs 
the  Tuberculosis  Visitor  to  visit  the  house  and  advise  the  patient 
and  friends  as  to  their  general  hygiene.  Of  the  19  cases  reported, 
14  cases  have  been  treated  at  the  Tuberculin  Dispensary,  Chester- 
field, appointed  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  and  six 
cases  have  been  sent  to  Sanatoria,  also  three  cases  have  had  shelters 
loaned  to  them  by  the  Sanatorium  Committee.  There  were  seven 
deaths,  which  is  equal  to  an  annual  rate  of  1-75  per  1000. 

Other  Forms  of  Tubercular  Disease.— Five 
cases  were  notified.  Four  of  them  were  patients  attending  Sheffield 
Hospitals,  and  one  case  of  T.  meningitis,  which  proved  fatal.  The 
death  rate  is  equal  to  -25  per  1000. 

Respiratory  Diseases. — There  were  four  deaths  from 
bronchitis,  and  two  from  pneumonia,  giving  an  annual  rate  of  1’5 
per  1000. 

Diarrhoea. — There  were  two  deaths  from  this  disease,  one 
case  being  an  infant  and  the  other  aged.  The  death  rate  is  equal 
to  an  annual  rate  of  '5  per  1000. 

Maligriant  Diseases. — There  were  three  deaths  from 
cancer,  which  is  equal  to  an  annual  rate  of  -75  per  1000.
